Santiago, Aug. 16.—The Eighth Illinois has 
arrived safely and in good spirits. 

General Shafter today ordered the Second 
Regiment of immunes to leave the city and 
go into camp outside. The regiment had 
been placed here as a garrison to preserve 
order and protect property. ) 

There has been firing of arms inside of the 
town by members of this regiment without 
orders.

Provision Thief Shot. 


This morning a Cuban was shot by a sen- 
try, who caught him stealing commissary 
stores at the dock. Yesterday it was dis- 
covered enough goods had been stolen to 
make three cartloads, which had been taken 
out surreptitiously to the Cubans in the field. 
The man under suspicion returned to the 
wharf last night, evidently with the inten- 
tion of continuing his thefts, but he was 
warned off. Early this morning he was 
again found there. When the sentry chal- 
lenged him he ran, refusing to obey the order 
to halt. As he was likely to escape the sen- 
try fired and killed him.

Oremating Santiago’s Dead. 

Bodies of dead Spaniards continue to be 
cremated. - 

Over 700 have been burned so far. This 
afternoon seventy were to be burned: Over 
two rails a dosen bodies are stretched, and 
across them another dozen, and about thirty 
corpses are stacked in an immense funeral 
pile ten high. The pile is then saturated 
with kerosene and the torch applied. 

A fall of raintoday put out the fire, causing 
the bodies to be only half burned. Arourd 
the pile lay twenty-two coffins containing 
corpses in a state of decomposition, | 
naked bodies were strewn upon the 
. This happened at a cemetery 
within the city limits. The authorities and 
the cemetery Officials say it is Impossible to 
get men to work at the cremation. Wages 
of a dollar a day prove no inducement to tho 
natives to work at this grewsome toil. | 

The unconsumed bodies will be left upon 
the earth until tomorrow, when fine weather 
may help the work of cremation. These 
seventy corpses represent two days’ dead 
from the Spanish camp. The danger to the 
population from the stench, the presence of 
the buzzards, vultures, and flies is incalcula- 
ble. 

Armed Cubans Kept Out of Santiago. 
[SPECIAL CABLE TO THE NEW YORK 
WORLD AND THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 
Santiago, Aug. 16.—After the conference 
here last night between the Cuban leaders 
and General Lawton, Governor Wood, and 
Major Somers, the last named representing 
the medical branch of the American army, 
the Cubans were notified that they must not 
énter the city under arms, and told that if 
they did not conduct themselves as good 

citizens they would be treated as hostiles. 

They were advised to lay down their arms 
and to return to their former occupations 
and take advantage of the opportunity to es- 
tablish a permanent form of government 
with the assistance of the Americans. 

General Castillo for the Cubans promised 
compliance. It is probable that Garcia’s 
army, now disbanded, will not reassemble. 


Cubans Must Obey Orders. 
Washington, D. C., Aug. 16.— The War 
department late this aftermoon posted the 
following reply to an inquiry from Major 
General Lawton, commanding the depart- 
ment of Santiago, for instructions as to the 
policy to be observed toward the Cubans 
that are within his military department: 

„ Commanding General, Department of 
Bantiago, Santiago de Cuba: Replying to 
your message for instructions, the Presi- 
dent directs that you be informed that the 
Uaited States is responsible for peace and 
must maintain order in the territory sur- 
rendered and in your department, and must 
protect all persons and their property within 
ald jurisd@iction. Interference from any 
quarter will not be permitted. The Cuban 
insurgents should be treated justly and lib- 
erally, but they, with all others, must recog- 
nize the military occupation and authority 
of the United States and the cessation of 
hostilities proclaimed by this government. 
You should see the insurgent leaders and so 
advise them: By order of the Secretary of 
War. H. C. Conn, Adjutant General.“ 


For Ruling the Conquered. 
Gradually a definite plan for the civil ad- 
tration of affairs in Cuba, Porto Rico, 
and such portions of the Philippines as this 
government controls, is being formed. The 
developments of this plan of internal admin- 
istration occupied much of the attention of 
the Cabinet today, and later Secretary Gage. 
Attorney General Griggs, Postmaster Gen- 
eral Smith, and Acting Secretary of State 
Moore held a two hours’ conference at the 
te rtment, going over the infinite de- 
tail of blishing a civil administration. 


At the outset the military authorities will 
be in charge of all administrative affairs in 
Cuba, Porto Rico, and other acquired pos- 
gessions. But the military forces can do 
little more than direct the orderly execution 
of affairs. The carrying on of postal commu- 
nication, the collection of customs, etc., are 
givil functions which will be taken in hand 
dy the appropriate dureaus here, the entire 
work being under the protection of the mil- 
‘tary authorities. The result of the confer- 
ences today will be made known through the 
various departments.

According to the story told by Kielberg, 
three men entered his saloon a few minutes 
before he intended to close, and when he 
told them it was time for him to shut up for 
the night, he declares, one of the. men or- 
dered drinks, and exhibited money with 
which he said he was ready to pay for them. 
Cuthbertson, he says, appeared to be the 
leader of the men, and did all the talking. 

Kielberg says that when he went to wait 
on his supposed customers Cuthbertson fol- 
lowed him behind the bar and demanded 
what money he had in the place. Kielberg 
responded that he had no money and that he 
would not give it up if he had. He declares 
that when he made this remark one of the 
men attacked him and the others made a 
motion as if to draw revolvers. The saloon- 
keeper’s weapon was lying under the bar 
within easy reach, and he says he seized it 
and fired at Cuthbertson, who was nearest 
to him. The bullet took effect in Cuthbert- 
son's groin and he fell to the floor. His 
alleged accomplices, the saloonkeeper says, 
turned and fied. Klelberg ran after them 
as far as the door, but they escaped down an 
alley. 

A policeman was attracted by the shooting, 
and after an examination of Cuthbertson’s 
wound the ambulance at the East Chicago 
Avenue Police | was sent for. The 
wounded man was placed in the conveyance 
and the officers started for the Alexian 
Brothers“ Hospital. They had gone but a 
short distance when Cuthbertson expired. 
His body was taken to Poth's undertaking 
room on North Halsted street. 

Kielberg, when taken to the East Chicago 
Avenue Police Station, asserted that he was 
knocked down twice by the alleged robbers 
before he fired the fatal shot. He made no 


knowledge that Augusti was in Hongkong, 
He also denied that the Kaiserin Augusta 
brought him.

May Have Filed as a Citizen. 


An international lawyer of unquestioned 
ability who is connected with the govern- 


ment said tonight: 


“From an international standpoint there 
are two phaseg to this question—viz: Did 
Augusti leave Manila in the capacity ot 


‘Governor General er did he retire as a 


private citizen? If he left as a private 
citizen there is no reason why this govern- 
ment should in any way take notice of the 
act of the German Admiral.

SIGNIFICANCE OF HIS VISIT 


New York, Aug. 16.—[Special.]—General 
Joe Wheeler, who for over a third of a 
century has been a military hero, and is 
still able to set a fast pace for younger 
military men, made New York a flying visit 
today on his way from Montauk Point to 
Washington, where he has been summoned 
by the Secretary of War to give his personal 
views as to the conditions pfevailing at 
Santiago. It is even talked that General 
Wheeler may easily become a peace com- 
missioner, though there is no official veri- 
fication of that story. 

The order to start for Washington was re- 
ceived by the General late Monday night 
and he left Camp Wikoff at 5:40 a. m. t y 
without waiting for his breakfast. The train 
bearing him to this city broke down at Ama- 
gunsett. The General watched the train- 
men at their repair work, and before he 
knew it was receiving an ovation from a 
large group of farmers and railroad men. 
In Long Island City the scene was repeated, 
and workingmen trotted up to shake the 
hand ef the fleree little Southerner. 

General Wheeler took a carriage to the 
Waldorf-Astoria, where he was met by his 
three daughters, Alice, Julia, and Carrie, who 
kissed his bronze cheek and almost staggered 
him with their flerce hugging. The General 
was accompanied by his son, Lieu- 
tenant Joseph Wheeler of the Fourth Cav- 
alry, who was in full uniform, while his 
father was in civilian dress, 

General Wheeler talked freely about the 
campaign In Cuba and the officers and men 
who took part in it. He was particularly 
warm in his praises of the Seventy-first 
Regiment. 


Praise for New York Troops. 


General Wheeler said: 

The Seventy-first Regiment would make 
as fine a body of soldiers as there is in the 
world with the training we have given to 
our regular army. The charges made 
against the Seyenty-first are unfair and un- 
true. These 800 men had never fired a gun 
in battle in their lives. They were put along- 
side trained and finely equipped regulars 
and were judged by them. .

| exasperated, its advocates: But the battle 
is not over, and Mr. Guggenheimer is not dis- 
couraged. The action of the Board of Alder- 
men in laying his resolution on the table will 
be reconsidered if he can marshal enough 
strength to accompligh the feat, and an- 
other ordinance, more sweeping in its pro- 
visions, will be pushed, 

The bill had already passed the Council, 
of which Mr. Guggenheimer is President, but 
it was plain that he did not have much hopes 
of its success in the Board of Aldermen. 
Under the terme of the old bill a man could 
not swear on the public streets or in a pub- 
lic conveyance running through the public 
streets, but he had a right to board a canal 
boat, a barge, a yacht, an excursion boat, 
or a ferry boat, and curse all the way on the 
round trip without fear of molestation. |

He is Dr. Samuel J. Kennedy, a 
dentist, whose office is at 60 West Twenty- 
‘second street, and who lives at New Dorp, 
. I., with his wife and one child. The in- 


dorsement on the check, which was worth- 


less, was S. J. Kennedy.“ The handwriting 
was the same as Dr. Kennedy’s. He has an 
account at the Garfield Bank. Captain 
Price’s detectives took him to the West 
‘Thirtieth Street Station House. 

A long string of waiters, hall boys, and 
elevator conductors positively identified him 
as the man who had spent several hours at 
the hotel on Monday night with Miss Rey- 
nolds. He was seen to leave the house by 
the staircdse and the Broadway door at 2:30 
a. m. He and Miss Reynolds had gone to 
the fourth floor in the elevator together less 


than three hours before.

The motive of the murder was apparently 
robbery, pure and simple. From the wom- 
an's ears had been torn a pair of dlamonds 
weighing three karats each and valued at 
$2,000. The valuable rings were gone from 
her fingers. A chamois bag which she al- 
ways wore about her waist, containing her 
jewels, was missing. Her small black reti- 
cule, in which she had placed $500 drawn 
from the Mount Vernon bank, had been split 
open with a sharp knife and the money was 
gone. The weapon used was a piece of lead 
pipe an inch thick, wound with bicycle tape 


at one end and curved at the other to form a 


convenient handle. 

Maurice B. Mendenham, the stock broker 
of 20 Broad street, was prompt in acknow!- 
edging that he was the Mr. Reynolds of 
the apartment at 3870 West Fifty-eighth 
street. He and his lawyer, Joseph Moss, of 
Howe & Hummel’s office, went to the Thir- 
tieth Street Station early in the afternoon 
and told the whole story of his relations 
with the murdered woman. It was no new 
‘experience for Morry Mendenham, as he 
He had to make a 
somewhat similar statement to the police 
when Alice Cozzens killed herself in the old 

Coleman House five years ago. 

In that case, as in this, the police cleared 
Aim of all immediate connection with the 
tragedy and promised him to do all they 
could “ to keep his name out of the papers.”’ 

The crime was discovered at 9:45 o’clock 
by a chambermaid, who found the door of 
the room unlocked, and who, receiving no 
answer to repeated knocks, entered and saw 
the womaw lying dead on the floor with the 
top of her head beaten in. The maid ran 
downstairs and informed Proprietor Leh- 
man of her discovery. Lehman sent word to 
Police Captain Price of the West Thirtieth 
Btreet Station. When the police entered

Miss Reynolds lying on the floor at the foot 
of the bed, with her right arm thrown over

SEQUEL TO PORK DEAL. 


End of a Noted Chapter in the 
History of the Chicago 
Board of Trade. 


LOSSES RAPIDLY RECOVERED 


At 10,0’clock tomorrow morning, at an 
office 22 in the Rialto Building, a check for 
$390,000 will be signed. The bit of paper will 
bear this signature: 


In this act Mr. Cudahy will wipe out of ex- 
istence the last of the notes given five years 
ago and aggregating $757,000. This was 
about one-half of John Cudahy’s obligations 
growing out of the disastrous pork deal, one 
of the most noted chapters in the history of 
the Chicago Board of Trade. Tomorrow Mr. 
Cudahy will step from under the load caused 
by the memorable crash and will face the 
financial and business world ready for a 
joust with the best of competitors. 

In 1898 John Cudahy failed for $1,514,000 
paying his creditors 50 per cent of their 
claims in cash and giving notes payable two, 
three, and five years thereafter, the first 
two for one-quarter each and the last for 
one-half of the balance of the claims. These 
r creditors’ notes have been paid at maturity, 
or before, the last of the issue, due this year, 
having on them a credit of 20 per cent, which 
was voluntarily paid last year. 


Millions Lost in a Day. 


The coming payment of the last of the 
Cudahy notes at the Corn Exchange Bank 
will be the last chapter in a failure which 
five years ago shook the Board of Trade 
from the foundation to its tower and left 
John Cudahy with $1,500,000 less than noth- 
ing. He was wealthy an hour before the 
panic and many thousands poorer than most 
paupers an hour after that calamitous event. 
Industry, energy, and foresight as to the 
course of prices on products in which he has 
been interested all his Hife have regtored the 
Cudahy fortune and placed its founder once 
more high in the list of Chicago millionaires. 

Throughout his life Mr. Cudahy has shown 
that he possessed the qualifications which 
make men rich. His friends do not claim that 
he is conservative at all times, for some of 
his gigantic speculations have been such as 
none of his friends would indorse and which 
all prophesied would prove disastrous; but 
instances are rare in which he has made an 
error of judgment. 

In the one case in which the market did 
not go his way it swept him off his feet with 
euch violence that even those who knew him 
best hesitated to estimate the time he would 
require to regain his footing. But all had 
confidence in his eventual resurrection asa 
power in the hog product t and in the 
speculative field generally. 


Pork and Lard His Undoing. 


Pork and lard were the cause of John 
| Cue thy’s undoing, and they have also been 
the means of restoring to him the fortune 
which he temporarily lost. The deal which 
wrecked him was begun in 1892, at which 
time he was estimated to be worth more than 
$4,000,000. 

He began cornering the provision market, 
and for a time ran one of the biggest deals 
on record. In six months’ he accumulated 
nearly 150,000 tierces of lard, and held in 
the latter part of July, 1893, some 200,000 
tierces. His fortune began to totter when, 
early in August, 1893, Chicago banks began 
to fail and-business-men found it almost im- 
possible to borrow money on any kind of 
security. 

The Cudahg operations in the provision 
market were no secret on the local and out- 
side exchanges, and rumors to the effect 
that he was pinched for — to carry on the 
deai began circulating. r. Cudahy in the 
meantime was exerting every energy 
toward raising $500,000, offering security 
which in ordinary times would be worth 
five times the amount he sought to borrow, 
but his best efforts were in vain. 

The times were such as induced holders 
of all sorts of property to throw it on the 
market, and this was liberally done in the 
provision pits—the markets, of all others, 
which John Cudahy was interested in * 
porting. 


Values Shrink Almost One-Half. 


When the bottom dropped out values fell 
with a sh which no man could with- 
stand. More property was offered than any 
one man on earth had nerve or money 
enough to buy. Within twenty-four hours 
pork declined from $18.75 to $10.50 a barrel 
and something like $6,000,000 found a rapid 
exit from Mr. Cudahy's pocket. In one 
day's trading lard — t from $10.50 to 
$5.90. The wreck was an awful one and Mr.

For a while after the collapse of the great 
lard deal Mr. Cudahy did little or nothing 
in the way of gathering up the ragged ends 
of his affairs, devoting most of his time to 
getting on his feet physically, the strain of 
the long continued deal and its unfortunate 
ending haying been greater than even his 
rugged constitution could withstand, 


Agree on a Settlement. 


But the loss even of $6,000,000 could not 
keep John Cudahy down. He gathered his 
ereditors around him, and made a proposi- 
tion which was accepted without question. 
This was to pay 50 per cent of his obligations 
in cash, and of the remainder one-quarter in 
two years, one-quarter in three years, and 
one-half in five years. His creditors were 
not many, and were among the men with 
whom he had done business for many years. 
They all fully believed he would do what 
he promised in the way of future settle- 
ments. Confidence in him and in his recup- 
erative powers was unbounded, even when 
affairs looked their worst. 

Charles L. Hutchinson, President of the 
Corn Exchange Bank, became Mr. Cudahy's 
trustee, and to him was conveyed substan- 
tially all the property whieh Mr. Cudahy 
controlled at the time of the failure. Be- 
sides his Chicago real estate he was exten- 
sively interested in Louisville,Nashville, and 
Milwaukee. During the recuperative 
process he has always retained control of 
these interests, which he made the source 
of large revenues. 

There has been no fuss and feathers or 
blare of trumpets in the making of John 
Cudahy’s latest fortune. He has worked 
quietly, making no spectacular plays in a 
speculative way, but all the time he has been 
a steady moneymaker. At the time of the 
explosion in Havana harbor he saw a pros- 
pective drop in stock values, and sold 
steadily. He knew, however, it could be but 
a temporary decline, and in a few days cov- 
ered his short sales at an immense profit. 


Profits by War Prices. 


Naturally, Mr. Cudahy has always been a 
bull, and during the early days of the Span- 
ish-American war he bought everything in 
sight. There are few things on the list 
which have not paid him enormous profit. 
He is one of the few men on Change to 
whom the wheat pit has not been an ex- 
pensive luxury. He has had the rare good 
fortune to buy at the bottom and sell at the 
top, or reverse the conditions. When in his 
judgment it has seemed a good thing to do 
either to buy or sell, ninety-nine times out 
of a hundred he has been right. Back of 
all Mr. Cudahy’s success is the fact that he 
is a born speculator. He has never been a 
plodder, satisfied with returns for services 
with which the majority of young men would 
be satisfied. He was only a boy when he be- 
gan earning his living in the beef and pork 
packing establishment of Edward Roddis of 
Milwaukee, to which his parents brought 
— from Ireland when he was but 10 years 


Sketch of His Business Career. 


Before he was of legal age he was an em- 
ployé of Armour & Co. in Milwaukee, re- 
maining with that establishment a matter 
of five years and convincing everybody with 
whom he came in contact that he was full 
of the pluckiest kind of pluck. He went 
then to the Plankinton establishment, which. 
he served for five years before becoming 
a junior partner. 

Mr. Cudahy came to this city in 1876, as- 
sociating himself with E. D. Chapin under 
the name of Chapin & Co. This firm later 
was changed to Chapin & Cudahy, and at 
the same time John Cudahy began his career 
on the Board of Trade. 

When in 1877 Michael and Patrick Cudahy 
bought out the Chapin interest John Cudahy 
became a junior partner in the packing con- 
cern. It took him less than five years to be- 
come a millionaire. In 1890 he was con- 
sidered among the immensely wealthy men 
of the city. One year later he began the 
corner which downed him. 

Said a Board of Trade director yesterday: 
“It is doubtful if John Cudahy has a single 
enemy in the long list of men with whom 
he has been thrown in contact in the mak- 
ing of his millions. No man can say ‘ Jack’ 
Cudahy now owes him a dollar or ever de- 
frauded him of a single cent.“

London, Aug. 16.—Sir Henry Onequ! was 
sentenced to twelve months’ hard labor to- 
day in North London for stealing luggage 
at the King’s Cross Station of the Great 
Northern railway. The police say his right 
name is Evans Wheeler. Superintendent 
Parish of the railway company’s police gave 
a history of Onequi’s life in America, includ- 
ing hiselopement with Mrs. Shakespeare, and 
explaining the letter received by herin Paris 
saying he wasinsanein London. Parish said 
to the Judge concerning the elopement: 

They arrived in Liverpool on June 30 and 
stopped at the Northwestern Hotel. Here 
Wheeler stole two diamond brooches, worth 
£80, belonging to Mrs. Shakespeare, and tried 
to throw suspicion on her maidy She, how- 
ever, felt sure the girl was honest and sent 
for a detective. This frightened Wheeler 
and the brooches were shortly afterwards 
found in his room under a chair, he having 
pawned them to pay their bill. He then took 
Mrs. Shakespeare to Paris. 

At Gare St. Lazare he surreptitiously 
took away one of his seven packages of lug- 
gage and preferred an impudent claim 
against the railway company for £196 for 
the missing box. Leaving his hotel and an 
unpaid bill of £80 he went back to England 
and wrote Mrs. Shakespeare in the name of 
Mrs. Ellen Meredith 
Musgrave had been kidnaped as a lunatic."’ 

Onequi impudently said in court that he 
was correspondent of two New York news- 


papers. 


Evans Wheeler, alias Sir Henry Onequl, 
„ palmist to the Queen of England,“ is well 
known in Chicago, and was compelied to flee 
from this city two years ago because of his 
alleged misdoings. 

Detective Wooldridge of the Harrison 
Street Station carried warrants for the ar- 
rest of Wheeler a long time, the papers hav- 
ing been sworn out by the palm reader's 
wife. The man suddenly disappéared and 
was not heard of again by Detective Wool- 
dridge until a few months ago, when the of- 
ficer learned that Wheeler was engaged in 


‘the palmistry business at 1244 Broadway, 


New York City. 

While living in Chicago Wheeler posed as 
a Duke from Russia, and had an office on 
Corgress street, near the elevated railroad 
station. His operations here, it is said, were 
such that several complaints were made to 
the police against him. Later he married 
a young woman of Chicago and sent her to 
Europe, where she was left penniless and 
destitute. She, however, returned to Chi- 
cago and swore out warrants for the arrest 
of her husband, but he could not be found. 

Wheeler was next heard of in New York, 
where he had organized a palmistry busi- 
ness, and, it is said, cleared $200,000, most 
of his victims being young women. He left 
New York as suddenly as he did Chicago, 
and the police did not hear of him again un- 
til yesterday, when they read of his being 
sentenced. 

Onequi appeared in England last. June 
with Mrs. Nellie Shakespeare, whom he had

Bark Alaska and Collier Al. 
bert Thought to Be Lost 
in the North. 


THREE WEEKS OVERDUE 


Further Reports of Rich Dig- 
gings in the Pike Creek 
Country. 


RUSH TO NEW EL DORADO. 


Seattle, Wash., Aug. 16.—[Special.]—Two 
vessels of the northern sailing fleet have 
disappeared, according to advices brought 
from St. Michael's by the gold steamer 
Grace Dollar this afternoon. 

“The bark Alaska is three weeks overdue 
at Kotzebue Sound, from St. Lawrence 
Island, and the hundred passengers of the 
bark Highland Light are wondering if their 
comrades will ever arrive with the river 
boat that was built on the island. 

The other vessel is the Collier Albert, 
from Nanaimo to Port Clarence. Its failure 
to arrive caused the steam whaler Thrasher 
to put back to Dutch Harbor for coal, and 
will delay the release of the whaling fleet 
imprisoned in the ice off Point Barrow. 

The Grace Dollar comes almost direct from 
Kotzebue Sound, and up to July 26 the bark 
Alaska with its passengers and river boat 
hed not been heard from. The Alaska sailed 
from San Francisco and was off St. Law- 
rence Island with the leader of the big sail- 
ing fleet. A knockdown riverboat on which 
the passengers of the barks Alaska and 
Highland Light were to go up the Kowak 
River was put ashore at St. Lawrence Island, 
and the Alaska waited for it to be completed. 
The Highland Light went on to St. Michael's, 
and has laid at anchor there fora number of 
weeks. 

The Grace Dollar brought about $200,000 
in dust and a large amount of drafts. It 
had ninety passengers. Tim Connolly had 

000, Nels Olsen $20,000, and E. Willett of 
Vancouver $20,000. E. L. and W. Lowman 
are said to own properties valued at $150,000. 
The passengers on the Grace Dollar went 
down the Yukon on the Monarch. The re- 
ported foundering of the river steamer Strat- 
ton on the Yukon delta with John Stratton, 
the famous Cripple Creek miner, and other 
miners is unfounded. The river boats from 
St. Michael’s have had no great difficulty in 
entering the Yukon. The Kowak River is 
low and navigable for only 125 miles from 
the mouth. , 


PIKE CREEK’S RICH DIGGINGS. 


Officials and rs Confirm Re- 
ports of the Wealth of 
Discovered Region. 


Vancouver, B. C., Aug. 16.—[ Special. ]—The 
steamer Coquitlam arrived today from the 
north bringing fresh news and confirming 
the news already brought of the big strike 
on Pike Creek, a stream running into Atlin 
Lake, a tributary of Tagish Lake, British 
Columbia, and only some sixty-five miles 
from Skaguay, in British Columbia terri- 
tory. 

The stampede from the coast towns is com- 
plete, Skaguay, Dyea, Juneau, and Wrangel 
being deserted. 

Three mounted police who came to the 
coast were besieged for news by returning 
Klondikers. They said Go.“ They pro- 
duced $1,500 each in dust dug by themselves, 
assaying $18 to the ounce. Forsixteen miles 
the creek is staked out. 

An official of the Canadian government, 
writing home, says it is the richest strike in 
the north, being away ahead of the Klon- 
dike. There is gold from the grass roots to 
bedrock, five feet down, running from $2 to 
$6 to the pan. Eight thousand people have 
put up tents. 

J. Kelly, a druggist, wrote to his partner 
in guay as follows: Pike Creek is the 
richest diggings in the world. Come quick.“ 
There are two creeks running parallel to 
Pike, said to be just as rich. 


OGILVIE’S TALK ON KLONDIKE. 


Canadian Official Tells of the Resources 
of the Region—Timber Cutting to 
Be Checked. 


Vancouver, B. C., Aug. 16.— [Special. 
Mr. Ogilvie, the new administrator for the 
Klondike, at a farewell banquet tendered 
by St. Andrew's society, said: In the 
Yukon country I will do my duty to the 
Queen and Canada as I did before.”

HEALTH Bureau of Vital Statistics 
Conpitions furnish a convincing illus 
Ann Goop. tration of the healthfulness 


of the climate and of the 


sanitary conditions in Chicago during the 
present summer. The large decrease in the 
death rate of the city during July is now sup- 
plemented by a similar decrease during Au- 
gust. There were thirty fewer deaths last 
week than in the corresponding week of 1897. 
But the item which presents the most strik- 
ing contrast is that which shows that in the 
fortnight ended Aug. 14 the deaths of in- 
fants and children were only 349, as com- 
pared with 533 last year in the same period. 
No doubt improved sanitary knowledge has 
something to do with this marked improve- 
ment, but it must be remembered that the 
two weeks in question were remarkably tem- 
perate and free from the extreme heat which 
marked the corresponding period last year. 
Violent extremesof heat or cold have a streng 
influence on the mortality rate, especially on 
that of infants, and the fact that the halt- 
month just past is typical of the average Chi- 
cago summer weather goes far to show why 
Chicago’s annual death rate is the lowest 
of any great city In the union, Chicago not 
only enjoys summer resort weather, but it 
has the right kind of summers to promote 
long life. 


REDUCING THE ARMY AND EXPENSES. 
The President has decided to muster 40,- 
000 volunteers out of service‘ He believes 
he will have all the soldiers he needs with- 
out them, and their discharge now, instead 
of a few months hence, will save several 
million dollars. The men who are to be 
sent home are to be selected from those who 
enlisted under the second call and those 
who have seen service. None of the men 
pow in the Philippines and Porto Rico 
will be released, for if they were others 
would have to be sent to take their places. 
No Illinois regiments were included in the 
*first list of those to be mustered out, but 
some may be in the revised list to be made 
public today. 
Later on a good many men will have to 
be sent to Cuba. General Lee thinks 
about 40,000 will. be needed. Fifteen or 
twenty thousand more men should be sent 
to Manila to provide against contingencies. 
But there are many thousands of volunteers 
at Jacksonville and other camps, and in a 
comparatively short time the regulars now 
at Montauk Point will have regained their 
health and will be ready to take the field 
in the Philippines, if necessary, or do garri- 
son duty in Cuba. The military advisers 
of the President, who have assured him 
that he will have troops enough to meet 
all contingencies even if he lets 40,000 go, 
probably have made no mistake. 
Undoubtedly none of the men, whom it ie 
proposed to send home, will protest. If there 
were any chance of fighting they would | 
want to stay in the service. If there Were 
any prospect of their doing anything except 
remaining in camps of instruction for a few 
months more, and then being mustered out, 
they would like to stay on. But under the 
circumstances they will nearly all be glad 
to go home now, although there ts not 
one of them who regrets having enlisted.

Coming as it does, it furnishes a 
fitting conclusion of the drama of war, which 
began with the destruction of the Spanish 
fleet in Manila harbor on the lst of May 
last. Like the battle of New Orleans, 
fought by Andrew Jackson on the 8th of 
January, 1815, it came after the suspension 
of hostilities between the contending pow- 
ers, but this does not invalidate the sur- 
render. Dewey and Merritt have simply 
anticipated the protocol, which provided 
for the occupation of the city by the Amer- 
leans during peace negotiations.

The 
one military expedition that has amounted 
to anything has consisted, with the excep- 
tion of two volunteer regiments, of the reg- 
ular army of the United States, for the ad- 
mirable efficiency of which nobody will pre- 
tend that the Secretary of War deserves any 
credit. What he deserves credit or discredit 
for is the work of the administrative de- 
partments which are bureaus in his own 
office. That work has been at every point 
in conspicuous ahd disgraceful contrast with 
the work of the actual fighting force. After 
six weeks the expedition was dispatched 
ill provided in every respect. There was no 
cavalry, there was an insufficient allowance 
of artillery, there were no sufficient medical 
stores, there were not even suitable uni- 
forms. The things. which the army needed 
had either not been provided at all, or they 
were in a hopeless chaos of confusion at 
Tampa, from which the staff could not ex- 
tricate them so as to make them of service. 
The victories of Santiago were won by gal- 
lantry and daring on the part of the troops 
so great and signal that it would have been 
most imprudent to count upon them in ad- 
vapce. They were won in spite of the War 
department, and after that department had, 
upon ordinary military principles, “ organ- 
ized defeat.“ If one desires a measute of 
the competency of the War department he 
has only to compare the embarkation at 
Tampa, which was conducted from Wash- 
ington, with the disembarkation at Santiago, 
which was conducted without interference 
from Washington by the officers on the 
spot. The former, as al] competent observ- 
ers, including General Miles, united in testi- 
fying, was disgraceful. The latter, con- 
ducted under far greater difficulties, was, 
upon the same class of expert testimony, 
including that of the foreign military at- 
tachés, a most creditable and even brilliant 


performance. No complaint comes of mis- 


management at the camps that are beyond 
the control of the War department, even 


at so remote a place as Manila. On the 


other hand, from every one of the camps in 
the United States under the control of the 
War department comes the same story of 
bungling and inefficiency, by which the 
health and the lives of the troops have been 
put in needless peril. The neediess peril 
in which the lives of the troops at Santiago 
were put by the failure of the War depart- 
ment to take timely action toward removing 
them was so grave that the Generals of the 
army united in à protest against an order of 
the War department, and the order was 
revoked under the pressure of popular in- 
dignation. 

The Secretary made it plain, even while 
he was yielding to the popular indignation, 
that he resented the actidh of those who had 
compelled him to revoke his order. We are 
not going to argue over again the treatment 
of Colonel Roosevelt dy Secretary Alger. 
There are the facts, and anybody can draw 
his own conclusions from them. The Times 
has not the slightest personal animosity 
against the Secretary. It objects to him 
because he has taken the Secretaryship of 
War im time of war as a suitable place in 
which to play politics”’ at the public ex- 
pense. It has the same and no other per- 
sonal grievance against him as that which 
is expressed on behalf of the people of the 
United States by other independent journals, 
and is entertained, though it cannot be ex- 
pressed, by the officers of the United States 
army.

This serves to recall that although at the 
time of the war of 1870 all the German 
members of the French Legion of Honor 
sent back their insignia to the French gov- 
ernment, resigning their dignities in con- 
nection ‘therewith, French statesmen and 
officers in the same way resigning their Ger- 
man orders, yet after peace was restored 
no notice whatsoever was taken of these 
various acts of renunciation. 

Indeed, the late Prince Bismarck con- 
tinued to figure after as before the war as 
a Knight Grand Cross of the Legion of 
Honor, and had he happened to die at Paris 
instead of at Friedrichsruhe, the entire gar- 
rison of the French capital would have been 
compelled to turn out in order to furnish 
him with military honors that are required 
by statute to be paid te a Knight Grand 
Cross of the Legion of Honor. 

The old Marquis of Salamanca, too, who 
at the time of the quarrel between Germany 
and Spain in connection with the Caroline 
Islands, in the manner 
sent back to the n Ambassador the 
Grand Cross of the Red Eagle, which he had 
received from Emperor William, but never- 
theless died a few years afterward as a 
member of the order. 

And if there are any American * 
who may have been led by patriotism to re- 
sign at the beginning of the war any Span- 
ish orders of knighthood which may have 
happened to have been conferred upon them 
—and there are many Americans who have 
been thus distinguished by Spain—they may 
feel quite as easy about the matter, and con- 
vinced that no notice whatsoever will have 
been taken by the Spanish government of 
the resignations of 2 decorations. 


In the English House of Lords there are 
at the present moment several peers who 
succeeded to their fathers’ honors and dig- 
nities sorely against their own will, and 
who would infinitely have preferred to re- 
main untitled. ; 

Among the number is Lord Coleridge, the 
moving spirit of the Anglo-American alli- 
ance agitation. He did all that was possible 
to avoid becoming a Lord, resorted to every 
conceivable legal means to remain a com- 
moner, and above all a member of the Lower. 
House of Parliament. But it was all in 
vain. He was informed by the highest 
legal authogities in the land, that being 
the heir to a peerage it was beyond his 
prerogative to surrender or abandon his 
birthright, and that through the death of 
his father, thé late Lord Coleridge, he had 
ipso facto ceased to be a commoner, lost his 
electoral franchise as such, and become a 


and pecuniary interests. 

Of course when peerages are first cre- 
ated or when honors such as baronetcies, 
knighthoods, or privy councilorships are 


accept or to refuse them, and there are 
numerous cases in England of peerages and 
knighthoods having been declined by com- 
moners. ; 

But once they have been accepted they 
cannot be laid aside, and in Great Britain 
not even the conviction of crime or felony, 
in fact nothing save high treason, can pos- 
sibly lead to the forfeiture of these honors. 

Thus there are instances on record of 

peers of the realm being convicted of 
felonies. The Ear! of Ferrers, for instance, 
was hung for murder, and the present Sir 
Edmund Verney has undergone a term of 
penal servitude, although neither forfeited 
his hereditary titles or honors. 
Of course if a man happens to possess 
one of the orders of knighthood such as the 
Bath, or the St. Michael and St. George, 
he is deprived thereof, as well as any medals 
which he may possess, on conviction of 
crime. But it must be thoroughly. under- 
stood that he only loses the order itself, 
and that when once knighted either by the 
Queen or by her Viceroy of India or Ireland 
he remains a knight even though he may 
happen to be a convict.

PIONEER RESIDENT 
OF CHICAGO, DEAD. 


German Merchant, Who Came Here 


in 1853 and Started the First 
Store in Blue Island Avenue, 
Passes Away at Age of 81 Years. 


George Hoch, an aged German resident 
of Chicago, who came to the city in 1883 and 
started the first store in Blue Island avenue, 
died yesterday at 5 a. m. at his residence, 


135 Lytle street. He was 81 years of age 


and left a family of five children. 
Mr. Hoch was widely known in early times 
because of his connection with West Side 


| politics. He owned a hall where many 


political meetings were held, and was him- 
self a staunch Republican. He amassed 
considerable property in a few years after 
coming here, but was a heavy loser in the 
Chicago fire. He lost property in Randolph 
street, and was a member of several of the 
insurance companies which failed on ac- 
count of the fire. 

Mr. Hoch was one of the directors of the 
Wisconsin Building and Loan association, 
with headquarters at New Ulm, Minn., ap- 
pointed to go on the ill-fated trip of the 
Lady Elgin to establish a land agency. He 
was kept from going by sickness. The ship 
was lost with every passenger on board. 
The story of the accident was never knowa. 
He was also for five years a director of the 
German Benevolent society. 

The surviving members of the family are 
a son, Charles Hoch, aud four daughters, 
Miss Lena Hoch, Mrs. P. M. Maggart, Mrs. 
F. M. Fritz, and Mrs. W. J. Sissons of 
Green Bay. 

„ Gast-Haus zu Stadt Coburg was the 
reading on a sign that for years the farm- 
ers of the West were accustomed to look 
upon as one of the signs of a near approach 
to Chicago as they came in with loads of 
produce from as war west as the Missiseippl.

WILL DISCUSS BIG SEWER 


COMMISSIONER M’GANN IS TO PRE- 
SENT HIS PLAN TODAY, 


— — = 


Board of Local Improvements to Hear 
His Suggestion to Use Snake Creek 
in the Ninety-fifth Street System, 
Thereby Securing a Flow into the 
Canal and Not the Calumet—Pump- 
ing Station Will Not Be Needed— 


Engineers Approve It. 


At the meeting of the Board of Local Im- 
provements today to consider the Ninety- 
fifth street sewer system, Commissioner Mc- 
Gann will advocate a plan he has devised 
for the disposal of the sewage, and which is 
approved by the city engineers. Superin- 
tendent Da vidson's original plan was for the 
sewage to empty into the Calumet River. 

Commissioner McGann has refused to con- 
sent to this plan because the whole theory 
of the drainage canal and the intercepting 
sewers is to empty all sewage into the canal. 
On the other hand, were the Ninety-fifth 
street system to empty into the South Side 
intercepting sewer it would require an en- 
largement of that sewer as well as of the 
cross-town one in Thirty-ninth street and 
the establishment of pumping works at 
Seventy-third street, which would be costly 
to establish and maintain. The chief claim 
made for the Calumet River outlet is that 
it would be a gravity flow and that pumps 
would not be needed. 


Would Use Snake Creek. 


Commissioner McGann’s plan, however, ds 
to utilize Snake Creek, a small stream 
flowing to the west just north of the Calumet 
River, and one of the feeders of the IIli- 
nols and Michigan Canal. By dredging 
and carrying it on through the Sag he says 
a gravity flow connection can be made be- 
tween the Ninety-fifth street sewer system 
and the drainage canal and the sewage 
emptied into the latter without pumping. 
The expense would be comparatively small, 
as all that would be needed would be an 
open ditch which could be turned into a 
sewer when necessary. 

Commissioner McGann and Corporation 
Counsel Thornton became involved in an 
argument yesterday over the granting of a 
permit to the IMinois Central to build its 
roundhouse at Twenty-sixth street which 
resulted in some heated language. When 
the company began work, however, a police- 
man stopped it because the formal permit 
had not been secured, and when the road’s 
attorney went to the City Hall after it 
Commissioner McGann said he could not 
grant it until he had received a report from 
the city engineer sent to survey the land. 
Corporation Counsel Thornton said he had 
had the land surveyed by the City Engineer- 
ing department, but Commissioner McGann 
stuck to his position, and there was consider- 
able friction in consequence. 


to Take the Money. 


President Snively and Treasurer Hilton of 
the Illinois and Michigan Canal commission 
tried to induce Clerk Reddick to accept a 
package containing $7,630. Mr. Reddick 
refused, however, and the commissioners 
had to carry it away with them. The commis- 
sioners got a temporary injunction re- 
straining the trustees from using the prop- 
erty.

WIND-STORM PLAYS 


HAVOC WITH YACHTS 
IN CHICAGO HARBOR. 


Gale That Reaches a Velocity of 72 
Miles an Hour Sweeps Over Lake 
and City—Considerable Property 

Is Damaged. 


A sudden, severe wind-storm swept up out 


of the darkness and rain of yesterday morn- 


ing and made a miniature tyclone all over 
the city and on the lake. Yachts were 
sunk, lake steamers belated, flowers and 
small plants destroyed, and hats of pedes- 
trians flew before the storm in flocks. The 
wind reached a maximum veldcity of sev- 
enty-two miles an hour, and for almost an 
hour held steadily to a speed of sfxty miles. 

The yacht basin, at the foot of Randolph 
street, was turned into a swirl of water and 
the anchored pleasure craft fared badly. It 
is estimated that three feet of water was 
rolled out into the lake and returned in al- 
most a tidal wave. The B., Dione, and 
Gypsy engaged in a tangle, and the first two 
were both sunk. The B. was partially 
raised during the day. 

In the outer basin many yachts dragged, 
but less damage was done. The Druid 
dragged across the bow of the Arline, carry- 
ing the latter's bowsprit away and with it 
part of the overhang bow. The Pinta 
dragged against the dock and lost its bow- 
sprit. The Trix was rolled so furiously that 
it sprung a leak and was taken inside by a 
tug. Most of the yachts of the larger class 
are away on cruises, and the damage is 
much less than it would have been if the 
basin was crowded as it usually is. 

The floating clubhouse of the Columbia 
Yacht club and the other floating house 
anchored near it had a rough time. 

The passenger boats caught the worst of 
the storm in midlake. The tiller chains on 
the City of Chicago, from St. Joe, parted, 
and for a while-the steamer rolled in the 
trough of the sea. It arrived three hours 
late. The City of Holland was four hours 
behind time. It experienced no disaster, 
but was unable to make any headway into 
the gale. 

Two men were injured and $7,000 worth/of 
property destroyed as the result of a bolt of 
lightning on the farm of William Schultz, 
near La Grange, on Monday evening. Three 
buildings, growing crops, and several thou- 
sand dollars’ worth of apparatus were de- 
stroyed, only $2,000 of insurance being car- 
ried on the property. „The lightning shat- 
tered one of the gables of.a large barn and 
a few moments later the entire structure 
was ablaze. The glare was noticed by the 
surrounding farmers. Bert Covell and Fred 
Meyer of Proviso were scorched by the 
flames. The farmers worked from 8:30 on 
Monday evening until 5:30 yesterday morn- 
— before they succeeded in quenching the 

ro. 

Yesterday was an exceedingly moist day, 
although the official maximum temperature 
was but 80 degrees at 4 p. m. For today 
light showers are predicted. 

Burlington, Ia., Aug. 16.—[Special.]—Two 
cloudbursts, one occurring on Sunday morn- 
ing and the second this morning, have done 
incalculable damage to property. The city’s 
sewers have been damaged to the extent of 
thousands of dollars, five steel wagon 
bridges, the property of the county, were 
washed away, three steel bridges of the 
Burlington, Cedar Rapids and Northern 
were washed out, and the traffic must be 
suspended for several days. 

Flint Creek is four feet higher than ever 
known, and the damage to the fine farming 
country through which it flows is immense, 
only the tassels of the corn showing above 
the water. The Mississippi rose two and 
one-half feet in as many hours, and there 
Was great loses to the lumber interests, a 
million feet of logs breaking away and es- 
caping down stream.

Virden District Operators Take No

Conflict. 


Springfield, III., Aug. 16.—[Special.]—It is 
hardly probable a general strike will re- 
sult from a satisfactory settlement of the 
scale in the Chicago and Alton subdistrict, 
which takes in the mines on this line be- 
tween Chatham and Carlinville. 

The operators in the Virden district do not 
believe the threats made by the operators 
in the Northern field are in good faith and 
argue that they would not dare to ask for 
a reduction, as the miners in the Northern 
field are not satisfied with the present scale. 
If a strike is declared they say it will re- 
sult in a higher scale. 

All the evidence has been filed before the 
Board of Referees appointed by President 
Ratchford and the committee will render 
a decizion.. From the evidence produced it 
looks as if the Virden operators will be 
granted a reduction in the scale. W. D. 
Ryan, who represents Illinois on the com- 
mittee, has declared himself in favor of a 
reduction and says that an injustice has 
been done the Virden operators. 

The general opinion here is that the stale 
will be fixed at 30 cents. This will be satis- 
factory to the Virden operators, who say 
that they will immediately resume opera- 
tions at this scale. The evidence is vol- 
uminous and it will be late tomorrow night 
before the committee renders its decision.
